OUR FOREIGN COPYRIGHT RELA- 
TIONS. 

THE International Copyright Congress, which 
has just closed its sittings at Antwerp, during the 
discussion of the subject of “‘ The Copyright Law 
of America as it affects other nations,” gave 
occasion to a number of orators to abuse the 
United States. Very strong feeling was ex- 
pressed; indeed, our international copyright law 
was denounced asa “‘ disgrace to a civilized coun- 
try,” and the United States was branded as 
“the refuge of the literary pirate and filcher.” 

So far as the first arraignment is concerned, 
and the reproach comes from the continental au- 
thors, we must bow our heads. For when we con- 
sider the generous treatment of our native writers 
by such governments, for instance, as Germany 
and France, we have really very little to say for 
ourselves, excepting that our intentions were 
good,and our law-makers—weak. Our term of 
copyright is forty-two years, one of the shortest 
in modern legislation, and is burdened with dis- 
agreeable limitations and requirements, such as 
simultaneous publication and remanufacture in 
the United States; our copyright statutes are 
clumsily framed and contradictory; and our regis- 
tration, though we demand a double copyright 
fee from foreigners, affords little practical pro- 
tection. In Germany, on the other hand, no 
formalities are required except registration, for 
which the fee (thirty-six cents) is the same to na- 
tive and stranger, and secures to the author adef- 
inite right in his work; the statutes are logical 
and easily defended from trespass, while the term 
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of protection given by them extends thirty years 
beyond the life of the author, whatever may be 
the length of his life. Under these circumstances 
we cannot find it unreasonable that the Ger- 
mans and the French (whose laws have much in 
common), in discussing our copyright relations, 
should warm up and use strong language, not- 
withstanding the fact that we give them a sprat 
in exchange for a whale. 

But when our English brethren set out to abuse 
us we are inclined to except. Aside from the 
restriction of the ‘‘ manufacturing clause,” the 
English author enjoys very much the same priv- 
ileges here that our authors have in England. 
Indeed, it was particularly with the English au- 
thor in mind that our law was framed; that it does 
not at the outset meet every exigency, is a mat- 
ter which will no doubt in time be set straight. 
In the meantime it offers to English authors 
the same measure of protection as England offers 
Americans, if only they choose to comply with 
certain necessary and clearly-defined formalities. 
And to the authors of other countries, also, do 
our copyright statutes, with all their imagined 
and real defects, now offer a measure of protec- 
tion that deserves to meet with recognition 
rather than abuse. 





Zoua’s recent remark to the Paris correspond- 
ent of the New York Sun, that “ literature is 
to-day a closed career” will no doubt be met 
withageneral demurrer. The cry that ‘‘ there 
is nothing new under the sun” is centuries old, 
during which time, nevertheless, the fields of 
literature, art, and science have been ploughed 
over and over again, and harvests of the golden 
grain of new ideas have been reaped in the 
hope of greater ones tocome. When we con- 
sider the many channels opened and barely 
worked as yet by the invasion of modern sci- 
ence and scientific methods; the novel situa- 
tions, social and political, giving to genius the 
opportunity to analyze their causes and conse- 
quences; and, further, that the audience of the 
writer is constantly increasing as illiteracy 
slowly but surely passes away, we are forced 
to the conclusion that literature, so far from be- 
ing a ‘‘closed career,” is now more open than 
ever for successful exploit. 





It has been discovered that the contents of 
most of the books carted around New York City 
on tip-carts are manipulated and condensed so 
that in some cases only two-thirds or one-half 
of the original book is left. This is said to be 
notoriously so with translations of the works of 
foreign authors, the publishers of which seem 
to know that the bulk of their output will finally 
reach the bargain-counters and street-stands, 
and so skimp accordingly.

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THE FIRST ENGLISH BIBLE PRINTED | SALE OF PLATES OF THE WORTHING- 


IN AMERICA. 


THE New York 7imes lends currency to the 
statement made in the Albany Evening Journal 
that Gen. Charles W. Darling has prepared 
the foilowing article on the first Bible printed 
in English in America: 

“The first Bible printed in English in America was 
the ‘Bay Psalm Book,’ printed in 1640. Prior to this 
time every copy of the Bible in this country had been 
brought to America by the early settlers of Virginia and 
the Pilgrim Fathers of New England, for the colonists 
could not print the English Bible without being subject 
to prosecution from persons in Great Britain who pub- 
lished it under a patent from the Crown.”’ 

General Darling, the Journal, and the 7imes 
have evidently overlooked the fact that the so- 
called ‘‘ Bay Psalm Book” is not a literal 
translation of the whole Bible, but simply a 
metrical rendering of the psalms. The whole 
Bible was not printed in this country until 1752, 
and then surreptitiously by Kneeland & Green, 
two Boston printers, who used the London im- 
print of ‘‘ Mark Baskett. Printer to the King’s 
most Excellent Majesty.” The circumstances 
under which this and some other early American 
issues of the Bible were printed were fully 
described in THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, June 
10, 1893 (vol. XLIII., p. 883). 

In the same article the impression is also given 
that the first Irish translation of the Bible was 
issuedin 1640. King’s version of the New Tes- 
tament in Erse was not published until 1681, 
the Old Testament not until 1685; and, as a 
matter of fact, the two books bound together, 
thus making the Bible complete, were not issued 
until some time afterthe year1685. The author 
of the paragraph has no doubt confused the 
completion of the manuscript with the actual 
printing of the book. 





A BOOK THAT CRAWLS. 


Very few readers, says London Answers, ever 
dream that there is any single piece of reading- 
matter in the world which lives, breathes, and 
circulates on its own individual account. 

But any one who will take the trouble to walk 
into a certain shop in Piccadilly, not far from 
the Egyptian Hall, will be rewarded by seeing a 
species of snake, known as the lemon boa, with 
the whole of the third chapter of Genesis tat- 
tooed on its body. The reptile is only lent for 
exhibition, but the gentleman who purchased it 
States that on board the South American sailing 
vessel, the scene of this remarkable tattooing, it 
is a common diversion among the sailors to cap- 
ture live snakes, extract their fangs, and cover 
the ‘body with any number of inscriptions, le- 
gends, and devices, and then dispose of the rep- 
tiles at the first port. 

Few of the purchasers, however, care to have 
charge of live snakes—be they ever so harmless 
—so it Is customary to either stuff these latter 
with fine straw and putty, or else immerse them 
in alcohol, although this process commonly has 
the effect of taking all the brilliancy out of the 
pigments employed. 

_ In the case of long and extremely fine inscrip- 
tions, alcohol, however, shows up and preserves 
these to great advantage. A sailor spent six 
months in tattooing one of the ‘‘ Sketches by 
Boz,” containing 4520 words, upon the skin of a 
rattle-snake, which he afterwards sold to a 
gentleman for eight guineas.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Louis PHILLIPPE ALBERT D’ORLEANS, Comte 
de Paris, the eldest grandson and heir of King 
Louis Phillippe of France, died at the Stowe 
House. Buckinghamshire, Eng., on the 8th inst., 
aged fifty-six years. He served for a year— 
1861-62—on McClellan’s staff, and afterward 
wrote a history, not only of his own experience 
therein, but of the whole Civil War, which has 
become a standard work not only in French, in 
which it was written, but in English, into which 
it was translated. The Count also busied him- 
self with philosophic observations of political 
and social affairs, writing numerous articles for 
the Revue des Deux Mondes on the cotton dis- 
tress in Lancashire, trade unionism in England, 
the disestablishment of the Irish Church, the 
liberal movement in Germany, and other like 
topics. His writings on trade unionism were 
published in book form. 


Pror. HERMANN LUDWIG FERDINAND VON 
HELMHOLTZ, the distinguished German physiol- 
ogist and natural philosopher, died in Berlin on 
the 8th inst., aged seventy-three years. Helm- 
holtz was born in Potsdam, and was professor 
of anatomy first in the Academy of Fine Arts in 
Berlin, then professor of physiology in Kénigs- 
berg, Heidelberg, and, subsequently, in Berlin, 
where he resided until his death. His works 
refer principally to the physiological conditions 
of the impressions of the senses. Among the 
best known of these are: ‘‘ On the Preservation 
of Forces,” 1874; ‘‘ Manual of Physiological 
Optics,” 1856; and ‘‘ Theory of the Impressions 
of Sound,” 1862. 


Pror. HEINRICH KARL BruGscu, the dis- 
tinguished linguist and Egyptologist, died in 
Berlin on the roth, aged sixty-seven, having 
been born in Berlin February 18, 1827. Hehad 
spent most of his time since 1853 in Egypt. In 
1868 he received the title of Bey, and as Brugsch- 
Bey through English translations of two of his 
books—‘‘ History of Egypt under the Pharaohs” 
and ‘‘ True Story of the Exodus of Israel”’—he 
became known to American readers. Some time 
ago Tewfik raised Brugsch to the rank of Pasha. 
He wrote in French the greater part of his valu- 
able works on Egypt. 
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COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 


Cc. £E. BOLLES VS. NEW YORK WORLD FOR UN- 
AUTHORIZED USE OF PHOTOGRAPH. 


ANOTHER suit for damages has been instituted 
in the United States Circuit Court against the 
New York World. The complainant is Charles 
E. Bolles, a photographer of Brooklyn, who 
sues for $817,000 for the publication of a copy- 
righted photograph without the owner's per- 
mission. Mr. Bolles took a picture of the sloop 
yacht Colonia as she lay in Narragansett Bay on 
June 20, 1893. This he subsequently had copy- 
righted. The World, however, printed the 
picture and refused Mr. Bolles any recompense. 
The complainant asserts that 800,000 copies of 
the paper have been sold, and he is entitled to 
$1 for each copy. He also claims $1000 for the 
plate and $16,000 for the paper. 

The World was forced to pay Benjamin J. 
Falk a certain amount a few months ago fora 
similar violation of a copyright. 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


Dr. GEORGE MACDONALD has recently com- 
pleted the ms. of a new story, entitled ‘‘ Lilith,” 
which is written somewhat in the style of his 
** Phantastes.”’ 


Mrs. MANNINGTON CAFFYN, the author of ‘‘A 
Yellow Aster,” has completed the Ms. of a new 
novel, entitled ‘‘ Children of Circumstances,”’ 
which will be published in the fall. 


JAmes L. Forp has made a collection of his 
sarcastic skits on literary men and methods in 
New York, which is soon to be published in book 
form under the title of ‘‘ The Literary Shop.” 


THE new Revue de Paris hassecuredas serials 
the next novels of Alphonse Daudet (‘‘ Quinze 
Ans de Mariage’’), Paul Bourget (Une Idylle 
Tragique”), and Ludovic Halévy (‘* Deux 
Jeunes Filles ’’). 


ALPHONSE DAUDET has completed a novel 
called ‘‘La Petite Paroisse,’” dealing with a 
powerful domestic story, the scene of which is 
‘aid in the same district as Zola’s ‘‘ La Terre,” 
but the treatment of which is, of course, from a 
wholly different point of view. 


ANTHONY Hope has arranged with Jerome K. 
Jerome to write a series of short stories for pub- 
lication in Zo-Day. They will probably run 
during the latter half of next year. Mr. Hope 
has recently completed another series, entitled 
‘* The Chronicles of Count Antonio,” which will 
be published in the early part of next year in 
one of the English monthly magazines. 


THE late Steele Mackaye finished shortly be- 
fore his death a novel to which he had givena 
great deal of thought, and which he declared 
would create a sensation. In his warning to his 
readers, he seeks to ‘‘ rebuke the dogmatism of 
science, and the deadly spiritual indo’ence of 
credulity.” It will be published shortly by the 
Deshler-Welsh Publishing Company, of New 
York City, under the title of ‘‘ Father Ambrose: 
the revelations of May 3, ’68.” 


NATHAN G. PoNnp’s unfinished work, ‘‘A 


History of Milford,” is to be completed by his 
long-time friend and co-worker, Miss Louise 
Tracy, herself an authority on all matters re- 
lating to the important families of those stirring 
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times. Miss Tracy has also ready for publica. 
tion a historical novel called ‘‘ Great Grand. 
mother, or, the maid of Milford,” a tale of the 
Revolution, which she has dedicated to the 
**Sons and Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, and to the Relatives and Descendants of 
Lucy Pardee Burwell.” Miss Tracy is a great- 
granddaughter of the heroine, and the story 
covers the period between 1765 and 1839.
